And all at once, if they cease 
the chase and look about them, it is no 
longer morning, but high noon; and very 
lucky indeed are they if they have not 
chased butterflies to a point beyond higl 
noon, and where the afternoon shadows 
begin to gather. 


As a rule, youth is so full of vitality, 


so elastic and so buojyant, that the mo- 
ments go lightly on' the wings 'of the 
swiftly succeeding thoughts and actions.

But the truth is that that silver 
s the insignia of the frost of the grave, 
and the gold was the emblem of vitality 
and pulsation; and as one replaces the 
other we are fain to know that the wind 
which blows from the undiscovered coun- 
:ry is breathing in our face. 


It is not that the gold departs from 


the hair or the bloom from the check in 
tselfthat gives us thought, but the 
knowledge of a meaning behind the fact, 
hat the vital energy departs with them 
and that foice which sends us along the 
laths of life as the stars are sent in their 
courses. And it is not by degrees, but 
usually all at once, that we are made 
aware of our loss—loss, too,ot something 
more than the round beauty of cafty 
y< ars, srnd all the pleasures that belonged 
:e> them, the loss of the iuterests of that 
)eriod. We no longer live in them; we 
ook back on them. 
We remember how, 


sweet those pleasures and interests were; 
he bitterness 
is that tney aie no 


onger sweet, and that we do not care 
whether they are sweet or not; that -we 
lave ceased to value them, to take 
dflight in them, to long tor them; 
and 
that we know that while we 


once felt we could not live without them, 
we now neither reach forward nor back 
or them, and that we put forth all our 
energies only in preserving the remnant 
of comfort and joy that is left to us. One 
"ast amazement comes to us then, when 
t occurs to us for the first time, that we 
are really, as we look back on our past, 
Beholding another person than ourselves, 
a young, passionate^thiwbbing, happy or 
unhappy fool, but one who has no other 
connectionwith our calm wisdom and 
attainment and our weariness than that 
)f having a better acquaintance than any 
jody else has. There are people who 
grow old gracefully, and take the years 
as they'come; a little saddened but not 
melancholy. Perhaps their passions and 
emotions decline "with their years; per- 
laps they have children and grandchil- 
dren, and in these perhaps they may, 
;hiough lite, see themselves repeated, anft 
n whom they thus, forgetfully and un- 
selfishly, are living their lives over again.

British blue-jackets and mauncs lauding 
at three points—at the Uld und Ne!w 
moles, and at a bastion now known as 
Jumper's, from the naval captain of taat 
name who here led the assault—carried 
all before them. As a last resource the

On the night of July 8, 1852, sne had a 
dream, in which she fancied herself in a 
chamber all draped in white; in the cen- 
tre stood the figure of Polymnia, which 
seemed to cry out to her, 'Under the 
shadow of uiy hand thou shalt surely 
die." This story was no invention, as 
was afterward found by i eference to an 
entry in an old diary. Straljge to relate, 
the statue could not be removed from the 
ropm, and was onlyjconcealed, without 
her knowledge, in an alcove behind her 
bed. 


Rachel, like many exceedingly imag- 


inative people, was given to what in oth- 
er people would be called lying. She 
would at times tell the most extraordin- 
ary untruths, and in perfect good faith, 
so that her brother Raphael once tola me 
it was really difficult to sift the truth 
from the falsehood in what she said. If 
she liked people she imagined and relat- 
ed a thousand agreeable anecdotes about 
them; and if she hated them, any num- 
ber of enormities to illustrate their evil 
qualities. At Le Cannet, however, a 
gravity came over her which showed that 
she was inwardly preparing for the great 
change that awaited her.

Rachel turned .round and said to the 
coachman in her peculiarly resonant 
voice: 


"Faites, done, descendre cet enfant." 
I shall never forget the tone of the 


Woman who uttered it. I can see her 
now: A very small, snake-liked, but 
Beautifully-shaped head; features small, 
but straight and regular; hair raven black 
and simply bound up behind in a knot; 
ewes peculiar—one, I am sure, smaller 
than the other. The last peculiarity was 
so remarkable, at least to me, that I look 
special note of it in the room alterwards. 
' cannot recollect what ocrurrad during 
the visit, but I do remember being pre- 
sented with a handkerchief, containing a 
quantity of matrons glances, which, l?ke 
the contented witch, I munched and 
munched on my homeward joumoy. 


On January 1, 1858, she became sud- 


denly worse, and on the following Friday 
her life was despaired of. She rallied 
again on the Saturday, but on Sunday, 
the 5th, all hope was again abandoned. 
"I am dying, Sarah," she said, and shall 
soon be with my sister Rebecca, and then 
God will show mercy."

They ap- 
proached the bed and began a mournful 
chant in the Hebrew language. "Ascend, 
0 daughter of Isiiiel, to" God. Behold, 
O Lord God, the agony »f thine hand- 
maiden, Rachel, and pity her sufferings. 
Shorten her pains, good Lord, and break 
these bonds which bind her to life, that 
she may be at rest. Lord God, pity Thy 
servant, and take her unto Thr«e, and let 
her agony redeem her sins, so that she 
may rind peace." Whilst they were still 
singing, Rachel fell asleep in death. Just 
as the soul and body parted, she pressed 
her devoted sister's hand and opened her 
ey«s, to fix them on her with an expres- 
sion of tender affection.

and one of his attendants whispering who 
she was, he turned to bestow his bless- 
ing upon her. Rachel bowed low. His 
Holiness addressed a few kindly words to 
her, and asked her some questions on 
her religious opinions. 
Whether pur- 


posely or by accident, she is said to have 
answered in the words spoken by Pau- 
line in Corneille's superb drama of "Poly- 
ecute," when that heroine becomes a 
Christian, "Je vois, je sais, je crois, je 
suis Christienne enfin"—a speech wkh 
which she was used to electrify her au- 
diences in the days of her glory. 


Her life at Le Cannet was very simple. 


She rose at minday, and spent a deal of 
time in sewing], an occupation which 
whilst it kept1 her employed, did not ex- 
cite her as did reading and conversation.
